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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hookseit : 

This  my  fourth  annual  report  deals  chiefly  with  changes 
in  prganization  and  staff  of  teachers,  age-grade  enroll- 
ment, special  activities,  buildings  and  equipment. 

Re-organization  and   Teacher  Changes 

On  September  7,  19,37,  schools  were  opened  in  the  new 
four-room  Village  building  with  an  enrollment  of  more 
than  one  hundred  thirty  children.  Before  the  flood  of  1936 
these  pupils  were  accommodated  in  the  Number  Six 
Village  School,  the  Holy  Rosary  Parochial  School,  and  the 
one-room  rural  school,,  situated  on  the  West  Side  River 
Road.  Including  the  parochial  school,  these  children  former- 
ly required  the  services  of  five  teachers  where  four  are 
now  required. 

Mrs  Gertrude  H.  Washburn  was  unanimously  chosen 
principal  of  the  new  building.  She  also  conducts  the  work 
of  the  first  and  second  grades.  Mrs.  Dorothy  S.  Allen,  who 
was  formerly  in  charge  of  the  River  Road  School,  now 
teaches  the  third  and  fourth  grades.  She  also  has  enrolled 
an  advanced  group  from  the  second  grade.  Miss  Taschia 
M.  Platek  of  Manchester,  a  1936  graduate  of  the  three- 
year  junior  high  school  course  at  Plymouth,  was  selected 
to  teach  the  two  intermediate  grades.  While  in  normal 
school  Miss  Platek  majored  in  music,  which  she  now 
teaches  in  all  grades  of  the  Village  School.  The  two  uppei 
grades  are  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Peter  J.  Valeska  of 
Salem.  New  Hampshire.  Mr.  Valeska  was  graduated  in 
1935  from  the  three-year  junior  high  school  course  at 
Keene.  In  addition  to  classroom  instruction  Mr.  Valeska 
has  charge  of  the  boys'  sports  and  playground  activities. 

Besides  the  changes  in  teachers  occasioned  by  the  opening 
of  the  Village  School,  one  teacher  change  occurred  in  the 
Neal  School  and  a  transfer  was  made  between  the  Martin's 
and  Lincoln  Schools. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  in  June  Miss  Hazel  A.  Clement, 
who  had  served  for  several  years,  withdrew  as  teacher  of 
'In-  primary  grades  in  the  Neal  School.  Her  place  has  been 
filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Dorothy  E.  Kimball  of  Man- 
chester. Miss  Kimball  was    graduated    in    1937    from    the 
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Kindergarten  Elementary  Course  of  the  Leslie  Normal 
School. 

Late  in  March,  1937,  Miss  Helena  F.  Towle,  formerly 
in  charge  of  the  Hackett  Hill  School  and  for  several  years 
teacher  of  the  intermediate  grades  at  Lincoln  Park,  re- 
quested release  from  her  position  to  make  her  home  in  the 
South.  This  position  was  filled  by  substitute  teachers  until 
June,  when  the  intermediate  room  at  Martin's  was  discon- 
tinued and  Miss  Lenore  C.  Roberts,  the  teacher  in  charge 
was  transferred  to  Lincoln  Park. 

By  the  use  of  the  new  four-room  school  in  the  Village 
the  five  transportation  routes,  maintained  last  year,  have 
been  changed  to  three,  and  the  annual  cost  of  transporta- 
tion reduced  from  twenty-seven  hundred  to  less  than  twelve 
hundred  dollars.  Sixteen  pupils  from  the  former  River 
Road  School  are  now  transported  to  the  Village  in  a  new 
suburban  carryall  at  a  cost  two  hundred  dollars  less  than 
the  salary  of  an  additional  teacher. 

Age-Grade  Enrollment 

As  a  result  of  recent  state  legislation,  pertaining  to 
transportation,  a  study  has  been  made  this  year  of  the  num- 
ber of  under-age  as  well  as  over-age  children  in  the  several 
grades.  The  following  table  shows  Hooksett  to  have  a 
much  larger  percentage  of  over-age  children  than  appears 
elsewhere  in  the  supervisory  union  of  six  towns.

Over-age  pupils  predominate  in  the  four  higher  grades. 
Doubtless  much  of  the  over-ageness  is  due  to  recent  changes 
in  the  schools  and  the  absence  of  English  as  the  spoken 
language  in  the  homes.  Certainly  it  is  not  due  to  a  lack  of 
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regular  school  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  children.  For 
the  Hooksett  schools  maintain  a  high  rating  in  regular  and 
punctual  attendance.  To  some  degree  over-ageness  might 
be  eliminated  by  instruction  in  practical  courses.  Your 
new  building  has  ample  rooms  for  classes  in  domestic 
science  and  manual  training.  Suitable  equipment,  supplies, 
and  instruction  would  cost  approximately  one  thousand 
dollars  the  first  year,  and  five  hundred  dollars  each  suc- 
ceeding year. 

The  added  expense  in  dollars  and  cents  incurred  by  a 
child,  who  has  to  remain  in  school  an  extra  year  is  approx- 
imately $4.00,  which  represents  the  cost  of  textbooks,  sup- 
plies, per  capita  tax,  and  occasionally  transportation. 
Granting  that  practical  courses  might  have  assisted  not 
more  than  15  per  cent  of  the  160  over-age  children  to  ad- 
vance, the  cash  saving  thus  approaches  a  hundred  dollars. 
However,  the  educational  advantage  to  all  adolescent  boys 
and  girls  would  far  surpass  the  monetary  consideration. 

Special   Activities 

I  wish  to  commend  to  your  attention  the  annual  report 
of  the  School  Nurse.  Conditions  following  the  flood  res- 
tricted opportunity  for  local  clinics.  However,  forty-one 
children  were  vaccinated  by  Dr.  Weaver  at  the  Town  Hall 
and  Martin's  School.  In  the  absence  of  local  facilities, 
your  School  Nurse  has  transported  free  of  cost  some  fifty 
school  children  to  dental,  eye,  throat,  and  T.  B.  Clinics  in 
Manchester  and  Suncook.  The  number  of  corrections  se- 
cured reflects  much  credit  on  the  generosity  of  your  Nurse 
and  the  co-operation  of  the  parents. 

The  local  spelling  contest  in  May  was  won  by  the  Neal 
School.  In  the  Union  Spelling  Contest,  held  later  in  Pem- 
broke, Hooksett  was  represented  by  Yvonne  Duhaime  and 
Henry  Kaffel  of  the  Neal  School  and  Philip  LaSalle  of  the 
Village  School.  The  Hooksett  team  tied  for  second  place 
with  Candia,  spelling  correctly  148  out  of  150  words. 

On  June  18  graduation  exercises  were  held  in  Community 
Grange  Hall.  Diplomas  were  received  by  a  class  of  twenty 
members.  Of  this  number  fourteen  have  entered  high 
school  or  academy. 

Recognizing  the  increasing  danger  to  which  children  arc 
exposed  on  the  public  highways  and  appalled  by  the  num- 
ber of  fatal  injuries  to  children  within  our  state,  the  Police 
and  School  Departments  have  assisted  in  forming  a  School 
Traffic  Squad.  In  the  Village  an  organized  group  of  traffic 
seouts,  under  the  supervision  of  their  teacher,  Mr.  Valeska, 
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now  direct  all  pupils  who  leave  the  school  grounds  on  foot, 
accompanying  them  as  far  as  the  Post  Office  and  to  the 
foot  of  Granite  Street.  The  Police  Department  is  willing 
to  furnish  similar  traffic  scout  regalia  to  any  school  in 
Hooksett  whose  pupils  are  required  to  use  highways  that 
carry  heavy  traffic  and  whose  teachers  and  pupils  will 
agree  to  maintain  a  School  Traffic  Squad. 

This  year  your  teachers  joined  with  some  thirty  others 
from  neighboring  towns  in  a  study  of  the  standards  used 
in  marking  and  reporting  pupil  progress  in  both  habits  of 
social  adjustment  and  school  subjects.  As  a  result  a  more 
intimate  and  specific  type  of  report  has  been  adopted  in 
the  first  and  second  grades.  This  follows  closely  the  form 
in  use  in  the  primary  grades  of  Grosse  Pointe,  Michigan. 
Parents  are  asked  not  only  to  examine  and  sign  these  re- 
ports but  also  to  indicate  and  return  to  the  teacher  their 
personal  observations  and  suggestions.  For  grades  three  to 
eight  a  completely  new  form  of  report  card  has  been  pre- 
pared and  adopted.  The  system  of  marking  allows  more 
emphasis  to  be  placed  upon  the  improvement  in  the  indi- 
vidual's achievement  than  on  a  mere  comparison  of  the  in- 
dividual with  the  achievement  of  the  class.  The  use  of  such 
report  cards  anticipates  that  during  the  year  at  least  one 
visit  will  be  made  by  the  teacher  to  each  home  represented 
in  her  school. 

Buildings  and  Equipment 

Formal  dedication  of  the  new  Village  Building  took 
place  on  October  19,  1937.  Mr.  James  N.  Pringle,  State 
Commissioner  of  Education,  was  the  chief  speaker  of  the 
evening.  The  Commissioner  emphasized  the  intimate  rela- 
tions which  a  better  understanding  of  objectives  develops 
between  communities  and  their  schools.  Other  guest 
speakers  were  Mr.  James  Cash,  representing  the  Public 
Works  Administration  Office  in  Concord,  and  Mr.  Paul  E. 
Farnum,  Administrative  Field  Agent  for  the  State  Board 
of  Education.  Mr.  Eugene  S.  Head,  in  behalf  of  the  School 
Board,  received  from  Mr.  Carl  E.  Peterson,  architect,  the 
keys  to  the  building.  Mr.  Head  generously  attributed  to  his 
two^  colleagues  on  the  Board,  Mrs.  Erma  E.  Mitchell, 
Chairman  and  presiding  officer  of  the  evening,  and  Mr. 
Forrest  W.  Evarts,  and  to  other  federal,  state,  and  town 
officials  the  major  credit  for  the  completion  of  Hooksett's 
most  modern  school  plant  at  an  actual  cost  to  the  towns- 
people of  only  eighteen  thousand  dollars. 

The  total  cost  of  land,  building,  and  equipment  exceeds 
thirty-nine  thousand  dollars.  Yet  through    the    receipt  of

state  and  federal  flood  damage  and  a  P.  W.  A.  grant  of 
fourteen  thousand  four  hundred  forty-one  dollars,  Hook- 
sett  has  made  provision  for  the  children  of  two  village 
schools  at  a  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  only  one  building. 

Not  only  are  we  indebted  to  government  agencies  for 
modern  equipment  throughout  but  also  to  local  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  for  additional  facilities.  Your  Board 
of  Trade  has  added  much  to  the  setting  of  the  new  building 
by  the  gift  and  erection  of  a  metal  flagpole  on  the 
grounds.  The  presentation  of  a  Chickering  piano  by  the 
late  Sally  Head  Gault  of  Manchester  is  most  appreciated 
by  the  children  of  all  grades  and  particularly  by  the  music 
teacher.  It  has  already  added  much  to  the  pleasure  and  ef- 
fectiveness of  the  music  instruction. 

Several  pieces  of  furniture  have  been  contributed  to 
equip  the  teachers'  room.  Among  these  is  a  desk  recently 
given  by  the  Emerson  Manufacturing  Company. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Head,  a  new  "Hot-Point" 
electric  range  of  recent  model  has  been  installed  in  the 
domestic  science  room  by  the  Public  Service  Company  of 
Manchester. 

During  the  summer  the  three-room  building  at  Lincoln 
Park  was  re-roofed  with  asphalt  shingles.  Access  to  ade- 
quate coatroom  facilities  in  this  building  would  be  much 
improved  bv  cutting  a  doorway  through  the  partition  be- 
tween the  front  corridor  and  the  primary  room.  The  re- 
finishing  of  the  ceilings  to  secure  better  reflection  of  light 
in  all  three  classrooms  should  receive  early  attention. 

The  recent  installation  of  electric  lights  in  the  Neal 
School  could  not  be  more  highly  appreciated  than  it  is  by 
pupils,  teachers,  and  even  by  the  community.  Through  the 
kindness  of  Mrs.  Thomas  Luby  of  Manchester  a  piano  was 
recently  placed  in  the  primary  room. 

In  Conclusion 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  numerous 
donors  who  have  generously  contributed  facilities  which 
add  to  the  refinement  and  enrichment  of  the  school  life  of 
your  boys  and  girls. 

In  all  your  schools  I  find  the  teachers  efficient,  and  alert 
to  nrofessional  growth  in  service.  I  am  sure  they  deserve 
and  retain  the  confidence  of  their  communities.
